City councillors will be asked 
next week to add new projects 
to the work on the downtown 
arena, including a new road cut¬ 
ting right through the site and 
adding connections to discon¬ 
nected neighbourhoods north 
of downtown. 

While it won’t need more 
funding, the city is being asked 
to boost the arena project’s 
budget by $20 million, giving 
the project’s contractor, PCL con¬ 


struction, control over three road 
projects around the site. 

The main project PCL will 
manage is an extension of 102 
Street, linking 105 Avenue and 
104 Avenue, where currently 
there is no connection. 

Rick Daviss, the arena pro¬ 
ject’s general manager, said 
that while the road will be city 
property, the Katz Group is pay¬ 
ing for it. 

“The city will cover its costs 
either through a local improve¬ 
ment levy or through the sale of 
land,” he said. 

The other two projects are 
streetscaping work on 104 Av¬ 
enue and 105 Avenue that was 
previously planned. Daviss said 
having PCL do the work make 
sense because they’re on site. 

“It would be veiy difficult to 
have another prime contractor 
in there in land that is already 
tied up,” he said.

Most city projects 
on schedule, budget

Halfway through the 2015 
road construction season, 
92 per cent of the city’s 176 
construction projects are due 
on time and on budget, the 
city announced Thursday. 

That statistic includes al¬ 
ready completed projects, 
such as work on 66 Street, 
Stony Plain Road eastbound, 
the Victoria Trail from Yellow- 
head trail to Abottsfield Road 
and 103/102 A Avenue from 
104 Street to 100 Street. 

“All roads belong to all Ed¬ 
montonians and this volume 
of construction does create 
impacts and travel delays, and 
we understand that frustra¬ 
tion,” said Dorian Wandzura, 
general manager for trans¬ 
portation. “The good news is 
all projects eventually come 
to an end.” 

Some projects, though, 
come to an end later than 
planned, including the Wal- 
terdale bridge replacement, 
delayed a full year by a late 
steel delivery. 

Project manager Allan 
Bartman said the bridge 
should still be completed by 
the new completion date in 
fall 2016, but the next step

had the potential to change 
that. 

“Part of the process for 
getting the arches across the 
river is floating the central 
portion on two barges,” he 
said. 

The North Saskatchewan 
River is abnormally low this 
year, which means gener¬ 
al contractor Acciona Pacer 
Joint Venture will need to 
dredge the riverbanlcs. 

“We need a minimum 
water level of about 2.1 me¬ 
ters,” Bartman said. “We need 
to do dredging near the south 
bank on the east side of the 
rock berm ... the average 
dredging depth is about 60 
to 80 centimetres.” 

He said there was some 
concern over water levels, 
but with dredging the float 
should take place in the late 
fall and keep the project on 
schedule.

The sounds of Auld Lang Syne 
could be echoing through 


Churchill Square a few hours 
earlier this year, as the city con¬ 
siders moving up New Year’s 
Eve celebrations a few hours. 

Through the Edmonton In¬ 
sight Community, the city’s 
survey tool, the civic events 
office is gauging interest in 
turning the annual New Year’s 
Eve firework show into a more 
“family-friendly” event by run¬ 
ning it earlier. 

Office director Nicole Poirier 
stressed the change is no more 
than an idea at this point, but 


a lot of other cities have tried 
it and they wanted to see what 
Edmontonians think. 

“Mainly, we have been look¬ 
ing at what other municipal¬ 
ities do and lots of other muni¬ 
cipalities have moved towards 
an earlier family-friendly type 
of event,” she said. 

She stressed they won’t go 
ahead unless there is support 
from the community. 

“That is why the questions 
are there, we don’t want to 
make any assumptions,” she 


said. “We have no preference 
one way or the other.” 

Throughout August, the city 
has held movie nights in the 
square with family-friendly 
titles and Poirier said that’s 
generally the theme of events, 
so right now the New Year’s 
Eve festivities break the mould. 

She said they think an ear¬ 
lier start could ease some pres¬ 
sure on bus services downtown, 
but they really don’t know how 
it would impact people coming 
downtown.

Hoffman halts

Health Minister Sarah Hoffman 
ended a $3-billion laboratory ser¬ 
vices contract Thursday, saying 
she is not convinced expanding 
private delivery of lab services is 
in the best interest of Albertans. 

After a bid process last fall, Al¬ 
berta Health Services announced 
Australian company Sonic 
Healthcare was the preferred 
bidder and negotiations were 
underway, but Hoffman’s move 
ends those negotiations and the 


province will now launch a re¬ 
view of how much private firms 
should be involved in delivering 
lab services. 

“It’s important to have bal¬ 
ance and evidence-based deci¬ 
sions, and at this point I didn’t 
feel comfortable that that is 
what was happening,” she said. 

In addition to replacing 
the province’s current pro¬ 
vider, Dynalife, the new con¬ 
tract would have expanded the 
amount of outsourced lab work. 
The NDP campaigned against the 
outsourcing and Hoffman said 
she won’t allow more privatiza¬ 
tion until she is convinced it’s 
good for patients. 

“I’m of the opinion that this 
would have been an experiment 
and I am not willing to experi¬ 
ment with people’s health,” 
she said. 

The current private contract 


expires in just a few months, but 
the CEO of AHS, Vicld Kaminski, 
said she’s confident there will 
be no disruption to patient care. 

“In all of the discussions we 
have had, every one was of the 
same mind. The first priority 
is that we have continuation 
of the necessary lab services 
in Edmonton and the north,” 
she said. 

Kaminski said she is pleased 
to have the clarity from the min¬ 
ister and not surprised the new 
government is fulfilling a cam¬ 
paign promise it made. 

“Government sets policy and 
my job is to ensure the organ¬ 
ization enacts those policies,” 
she said. 

She said she looks forward to 
the review and a final resolution 
on the issue. 

“We can’t languish. We do 
have to get on with it.” 


So what happened? 

Health Minister Sarah Hoffman 
put a stop to negotiations that 
were underway with a private 
company that was going to pro¬ 
vide lab services for AHS. The 
company was the successful bid¬ 
der in a tender process last year 
but had not finalized a contract 
with AHS. 

What happens next? 

Hoffman has asked for a review 
on how much of the health sys¬ 
tem’s lab work should be done in 
private facilities and how much 
should be done in the public sys¬ 
tem. In the meantime, AHS is 
promising to extend its existing 
contracts so that patients won’t 
suffer from this. 

What is this all going to cost? 

AHS spent about $2.5 million 
preparing and running the bid 
process and another $764,000 
after one of the unsuccessful 
bidders appealed. AHS could also 
be on the hook for payments to 
the bidders in the process that 
has now been stopped, but that 
is unclear. 

Were there other problems? 

Dynalife, the company that cur¬ 
rently provides laboratory servi¬ 
ces, appealed the decision when 
they lost out to Sonic Healthcare, 
an Australian company, and a 
panel found there were some 
issues with the bid. That panel 
did not recommend scrapping 
the whole process, however, and, 
prior to Hoffman’s decision, ne¬ 
gotiations could have continued. 

How much lab work is 
privatized? 

The deal Hoffman stopped would 
have covered only Edmonton and 
Northern Alberta, where private 
companies currently perform 
61 per cent of the work. This 
would have climbed to 74 per 
cent under the new deal.

City ‘ignoring’ route death toll, group says 


Conrad Nobert loves Whyte Av¬ 
enue, but said he’s tired of Ed¬ 
monton’s “most vibrant pedes¬ 
trian area killing and seriously 
injuring people every month.” 

So Norbert filed a freedom 
of information and privacy 
request with the city in the 
spring to find the total number 
of accidents involving pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists on Whyte 
Avenue. 

He was “shocked” by the re¬ 
sults, which he’ll release later 


this month. And that’s why he 
got a group of vocal area resi¬ 
dents together to host a day 
of action on Aug. 28. 

At 7 a.m., the group #Reboot- 
Whyte will release the data to 
its website rebootwhyte.info 
along with an interactive map. 
At 5:30 p.m., they hope to be 
joined by as many Edmonton¬ 
ians as possible for a walk, bike 
and skate from Corbet Hall to 
the Isaak Kornelsen Memorial 
parklet. 


Norbet chose the day be¬ 
cause it’s the three-year anni¬ 
versary since Kornelsen was 
killed while riding his bike 
on Whyte. 

At 6:30 p.m., there will be 
a moment of silence for the 
“victims of Whyte Avenue” at 
the memorial. 

His hope is that the day will 
force “city council into taking 
responsibility for this area.” 

“The three kilometres from 
96 Street to 112 Street are a 


system designed to injure and 
kill people, and we don’t think 
it is acceptable for the city to 
ignore something that’s hurt¬ 
ing people.” 

Norbet thinks “rebooting” 
Whyte could be a low-cost en¬ 
deavour, and he wants it to be 
on the city’s agenda. 

“We are talking about City 
Council taking responsibility 
for this area and doing the 
right thing,” he said.

A neighbourhood coalition 
south of the river is pre-empt¬ 
ing the city by consulting with 
residents about their vision for 
a more walkable, bikeable area. 

What began as a Queen Alex¬ 
andra neighbourhood project 
to collect public opinion before 
the neighbourhood’s planned 
renewal ripped up streets is ex¬ 
panding to all neighbourhoods 
along 106 Street 
and 76 Avenue. 

Renewal will 
see the streets, 
curbs, sidewalks 
and street light¬ 
ing replaced on 
those two roads 
in each neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Queen Alex¬ 
andra resident 
Julie Kusiek said 
it didn’t make 
sense to plan a 
redesign of just 
the portion in her neighbour¬ 
hood because “there is a sense 
of continuity.” 

Kusiek, a key founder of the 
“Engage 106/76” group, said 
the goal is to change the con¬ 


cept for what 106 Street and 
76 Avenue will look like when 
they are rebuilt. 

She and neighbours are ask¬ 
ing others to “share their ex¬ 
periences with the city around 
what walkable, bikeable, liv¬ 
able streets mean to them.” 

“Then the city will work 
with residents to figure out 
ways to achieve that,” Kusiek 
said. 

City spokesperson Cather¬ 
ine Kloczkowski said what’s 
new about the process is the 
extent to which it’s now com¬ 
munity led. 

“Design work will be done 
in response to what this com¬ 
munity group has heard from 
their own community part¬ 
ners,” she said. 

The project will include 
input from 
Strathcona, 
Queen Alexan¬ 
dra, Allendale, 
Pleasantview, 
Empire Park, 
McKeman and 
Belgravia resi¬ 
dents. 

After plan¬ 
ning wraps, 
the first two 
communities 
up for renew¬ 
al are Queen 
Alexandra in 
2017, and McKernan in 2018. 
Construction on 106 and 76 
will take place on the same 
schedule in sections, synchron¬ 
ized with each neighbourhood 
renewal.

Canadian teacher Neil Bantle¬ 
man had his disputed convic¬ 
tion for sexual assault at an 
Indonesian school overturned 
by a court in Jakarta on Fri¬ 
day, according to his lawyer in 
the Indonesian capital and his 
family back in Canada. 

“It’s a little surreal still,” 
Neil’s brother Guy Bantleman 
said from his home in Bur¬ 
lington, Ont., Thursday night, 
after confirming the news via 
Neil’s wife Tracy, who was at 
the courthouse in Jakarta. 

Neil, 45, is originally from 
Burlington and taught for 10 
years at Webber Academy in 
Calgary before he and Tracy 
moved to Indonesia to teach 
at the Jakarta International 
School. 


It was there that Neil and 
fellow teacher Ferdinand 
Tijong were accused and con¬ 
victed of sexually assaulting 
three students, in a case that 
raised many eyebrows. 

The pair maintained their 
innocence and were supported 


by fellow teachers and the prin¬ 
cipal at the school. 

Guy said the family hopes to 
see Neil freed before the end 
of day Friday in Jakarta. 

“It’s a three-day weekend in 
Indonesia, because it’s their 
independence day on Monday, 


so we definitely want him out 
today,” Guy said. 

Neil filed appeals to the Ja¬ 
karta High Court, and Hotman 
Paris Hutapea, an Indonesian 
lawyer representing him and 
Tjiong, said Friday the court 
overturned the indecency

convictions for raping three 
kindergarten students, now 
six and seven years old, at the 
school, which is attended by 
children of diplomats, expatri¬ 
ates and Indonesia’s elite. 

Reporters covering the trial 
were stunned at some of the 
unusual pieces of evidence 
brought against Bantleman, 
including things like the fre¬ 
quency with which he had sex 
with his wife. 

According to a story in the 
The Wall Street Journal based 
on leaked Indonesian police 
reports, one of Bantleman’s 
alleged victims claimed he 
used a “magic stone” to sed¬ 
ate them. 

Hutapea said a copy of the 
higher court decision has to be 
taken to the district court to 
start the process of getting his 
clients released from prison.

Tough grilling for Wright 


MIKE DUFFY TRIAL 

PM’s former 
top assistant 
cites Bible to 
justify actions 

Nigel Wright, Stephen Harper’s 
former chief of staff, denied he 
secretly gave Mike Duffy $90,000 
to repay “inappropriate” hous¬ 
ing expenses in order to deceive 
the Canadian public into think¬ 
ing Duffy had paid. 

Under tough grilling by 
Duffy’s lawyer Don Bayne, who 
challenged Wright to admit it 
was all “classic political damage 
control” by a government de¬ 
termined not to be tarred with 
scandal, Wright acknowledged 
the issue was a potential embar¬ 
rassment. 

But on his second day in the 
witness box at the Mike Duffy 
fraud trial, Wright insisted his 
motivation was the public inter¬ 
est. He said he pressured Duffy 
to repay because he believed it 
was wrong on a “moral and prin¬ 
cipled” basis for Duffy to claim 
senate money for living in what 
was his longtime Ottawa home 
even if he had a “technical or 
legal” entitlement to make such

expense claims. 

Wright, a deeply religious 
man who is also independently 
wealthy, cited biblical scripture 
when he told assistant Crown 
attorney Jason Neubauer that he 
kept his payment secret from all 
but a few trusted senior PMO 
and party officials out of a sense 
of doing the right thing. 


“My view is I was helping out, 
I was doing a good deed. It’s 
sort of Matthew 6, right? You 
should do those things quietly 
and not let your left hand know 
what the right hand is doing,” 
he testified. 

Wright said he insisted that 
his bank transfer of $90,172.24 
go to Duffy’s lawyer in trust 


in order to guarantee it went 
straight to cover the debt owed 
the public. 

“I wanted to make my reim¬ 
bursement in a way that ensured 
that all of the funds I was provid¬ 
ing... would go to Receiver Gen¬ 
eral and so none of it could be 
used for anything else,” he said.

Oilsands comment 
puts NDP on blast 


Most of the federal party leaders 
stayed off the campaign trail last 
Saturday, but a comment from a 
high-profile New Democrat can¬ 
didate on the oilsands stirred up a 
political hornet’s nest in Alberta. 

Linda McQuaig, a well-known 
author and the NDP candidate 
for the riding of Toronto Centre, 
told a CBC television panel dis¬ 
cussion last Fri¬ 
day that for Can¬ 
ada to meet its 
climate change 
targets, “a lot of 
the oilsands oil 
may have to stay 
in the ground.” 

The com¬ 
ments con¬ 
trasted with NDP 
leader Tom Mul- 
cair’s past comments on Alberta’s 
oilsands. Mulcair has been open 
to oilsands development pro¬ 
vided there is rigorous environ¬ 
mental protection and legisla¬ 
tion to force oil companies to 
pay for pollution they create, 
including increased greenhouse 
gas emissions. He has favoured 
the development of an east-west 
pipeline. 

Calgary Conservative Michelle 
Rempel, who was on the same 


panel, challenged McQuaig and 
said constituents were bringing 
it up while she was campaigning 
on Saturday. 

“It came up at the doors three 
times without me even saying 
anything about it: ‘I saw you 
on TV last night. Thank you for 
standing up for the energy indus¬ 
try, what that woman said is veiy 
concerning,’ so 
people are very 
concerned and 
rightly so about 
economic stabil¬ 
ity,” Rempel said 
in an interview. 

The New 
Democrats later 
released a state¬ 
ment from their 
natural resour¬ 
ces critic saying McQuaig was not 
referring to party policy, but to 
an international report that said 
oilsands production might have 
to be curtailed to meet climate 
change targets. 

“The NDP believes that de¬ 
veloping our natural resources 
and lowering our greenhouse 
gas emissions can go hand in 
hand,” said Malcolm Allen in an 
emailed statement.

At 64, Glenda Kittler, a Calgary teacher, was not a typical 
mortgage applicant.

“Or they could make additional payments against principal 
to become debt-free faster,” Troyanovska says. “That way 
when rates do rise — and they inevitably will — your debt is 
reduced and your interest costs will be, too.” 

The most important step, however, is getting started. And 
the best way to do that is meeting with your financial adviser 
to develop a plan that works best for you —just like Kittler 
did. Moreover, Kittler got an “unbelievable rate” to keep 
costs steady once she does retire. 

“The first mortgage I ever had was 15 per cent in the 1980s,” 
she says. “When I heard how low my new rate would be 
I thought, ‘Oh my gosh — this is fantastic!’ ”

Liberals vow to 
spend billions 
on First Nations 
education 

Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau 
announced his first big-ticket 
campaign promise Thursday, 
saying a Liberal government 
would spend billions to improve 
First Nations education. 

He says a Liberal government 
would launch a “renewed, re¬ 
spectful, and inclusive nation- 
to-nation process” to close the 
education funding gap. 

With NDP Leader Tom Mul- 
cair away from the hustings 
and Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper touting his govern¬ 
ment’s economic philosophy 
in Saskatchewan, Trudeau 
found an opening to make a 
political splash. 

He is promising a new invest¬ 
ment of $515 million a year in 
core annual funding for First 
Nations education, rising to 
over $750 million a year by the 
end of the mandate. 

He also proposes spending

$500 million over three years for 
aboriginal education infrastruc¬ 
ture and an extra $50 million 
for a fund that helps indigenous 
students with post-secondary 
studies.

warning that his opponents 
would do away with them and 
other tax breaks brought in by 
the Tories. 

He said the NDP and Liber¬ 


als see those breaks as taking 
money away from government. 

“The money doesn’t belong 
to the government, it belongs 
to you. That’s our philosophy,” 
he said. 

The prime minister, who has 


been scrapping with Ontario 
Premier Kathleen Wynne over 
her plan for a provincial pen¬ 
sion plan, also found himself 
in a squabble Thursday with Al¬ 
berta Finance Minister Joe Ceci. 

Ceci reacted angrily to Harp-

er’s suggestion that Alberta’s 
NDP government is focused 
on raising taxes during the oil 
downturn because that’s part 
of their political DNA.

Government 
denied girl an 
abortion after 
sexual assault 

An 11-year-old Paraguayan girl 
who had been denied an abor¬ 
tion gave birth on Thursday, the 
culmination of a case that put 
a spotlight on child rape in the 
poor South American nation 
and drew criticism from human 
rights groups. 

Elizabeth Torales, a lawyer for 
the girl’s mother, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press that the minor gave 
birth to a baby girl via caesarean 
in a Red Cross hospital in Asun¬ 
cion, Paraguay’s capital. Torales 
said that doctors told her there 
were no complications and both 
the mother and baby were rest¬ 
ing. She said that her client, the 
daughter who gave birth and the 
girl’s grandmother had requested 
custody of the infant. 

“The baby doesn’t yet have a 


name,” said Torales. 

The girl was allegedly raped 
and impregnated by her step¬ 
father when she was 10. The 
stepfather has been arrested 
and is awaiting trial. The girl’s 
mother has been charged with 
negligence. 

The mother requested an abor¬ 
tion for her daughter, but the 
government refused to allow it, 
drawing praise from religious 
groups but criticism from many 
human rights organizations, in¬ 
cluding UN officials. Paraguay 
bans abortion except when the 
mother’s life is in danger. 

At the time, the girl was five 
months pregnant and local 
health officials said she appeared 
to be in fine health. 

In a statement Thursday, Am¬ 
nesty International said the or¬ 
ganization was glad the girl had 
come through the birth, but the 
fact that “she did not die does not 
excuse the human rights viola¬ 
tions she suffered at the hands 
of the Paraguayan authorities.” 

While the case did spark some 
discussion about abortion in the

deeply conservative country, the 
focus of several protests was on 
better protecting children from 
abuse. 

Many called for stiffer penal¬ 
ties for abusers, and the funding 
of education programs to help 
parents and authorities better 
spot signs of abuse. 

Norma Benitez, spokeswoman 
for the Latin American Women’s 
Commission, said her group 
would now push the government 
to provide a safe environment 
for the girl that includes both 
her mother and grandmother. 

“The Paraguayan state must 
fulfil its role of protecting chil¬ 
dren by providing a home and a 
dignified life” for this family, she

The death toll from the fiery 
explosions at a warehouse of 
hazardous chemicals climbed 
Thursday to 50, and the Chinese 
government sent experts to the 
shattered and smouldering port 
to assess any environmental dan¬ 
gers from the spectacular blasts. 

More than 700 people were in¬ 
jured and dozens were reported 
missing in the explosions shortly 
before midnight Wednesday that 
demolished a workers’ dormi¬ 
tory, tossed shipping containers 


as if they were toy blocks and 
turned a fleet of 1,000 new cars 
into scorched metal husks. Win¬ 
dows were shattered for miles 
around by the shock waves. 

There was no indication of 
what caused the disaster in one 
of China’s busiest ports, and au¬ 
thorities tried to keep a tight rein 
over information by keeping re¬ 
porters well away from the site. 
Social media users complained 
their posts about it were deleted. 

More than 1,000 firefighters 


were sent to the mostly industrial 
zone in Tianjin, a petrochemical 
processing hub east of Beijing. 

The municipal government, 
which gave the death toll of at 
least 50, said 701 people were 
injured, including 71 in serious 
condition. The Tianjin Port 
Group Co. said dozens of its 
employees were unaccounted 
for and a search is under way. 
Some migrant workers at the 
port may not be documented.

Afghan officials 
push for peace 


PAKISTAN 

Discussions 
follow recent 
Taliban attack 
in Kabul 

A high-level Afghan delegation 
arrived in Pakistan on Thursday 
to discuss security co-operation 
and peace efforts after Afghan¬ 
istan’s president said Pakistan 
was involved in a spate of dev¬ 
astating Taliban attacks that 
rocked Kabul last week, killing 
dozens of people. 

Pakistan has expressed 
hope the visit can help revive 
peace talks with the Taliban, 
which were suspended after 
last month’s announcement 
of the death of longtime Tali¬ 
ban leader Mullah Mohammad 
Omar. 

The Afghan delegation, 
which is headed by Foreign 
Minister Salahuddin Rabbani, 


met with Pakistani Prime Min¬ 
ister Nawaz Sharif after arriv¬ 
ing in Islamabad, said Pakistani 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Qazi Khalilullah. 

Afghan President Ashraf 
Ghani’s deputy spokesman 
Zafar Hashemi said the dele¬ 
gation includes national in¬ 
telligence chief Rahmatullah 
Nabil and Acting Defence Min¬ 
ister Masoom Stanelczai. It was 
not clear if Rabbani would also 
meet with Iran’s Foreign Min¬ 
ister Mohammad Javad Zarif, 
who is also currently visiting 
Islamabad. 

“The Afghan government 
wants Pakistan to take action 
against those groups ... (who 
are) declaring war against Af¬ 
ghan people,” Hashemi said 
in Kabul. 

Ghani this week accused 
neighbouring Pakistan of 
failing to take action against 
“suicide training camps and 
bomb-making facilities” on its 
territoiy used for attacks inside 


Afghanistan. 

Pakistan, which denies sup¬ 
porting the Taliban, on Thurs¬ 
day offered condolences for the 
victims of the Kabul attacks and 
reiterated its desire to maintain 
good relations with Afghan¬ 
istan. It promised to keep back¬ 
ing the peace process between 
Kabul and the Taliban. 

Iran’s foreign minister also 
expressed support for the peace 
talks. 

“Iran is veiy much support¬ 
ive of peace (and) security co¬ 
operation both between Pak¬ 
istan and Afghanistan and in 
the region in general and in¬ 
side Afghanistan,” Zarif told 
reporters. 

The Afghan intelligence ser¬ 
vice announced last month that 
Mullah Omar died in April 
2013. The Taliban confirmed 
the death and pulled out of a 
second round of formal talks 
with Kabul. The first round of 
talks was held in Pakistan ear¬ 
lier in July. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


TURKEY 

Coalition talks wilt, fall vote likely 


Efforts on Thursday by Turkish 
Prime Minister Ahmet Davutoglu 
to forge a coalition alliance with 
the country’s pro-secular party 
failed, edging Turkey closer to¬ 
ward a fall election as it grapples 
with escalating violence. 

Davutoglu said discussions 
with pro-secular party leader Ke- 
mal Kilicdaroglu were frank but 
the two could not reach common 
ground for a power-sharing deal. 

“The likelihood of going to 


(elections) has increased. In fact, 
it has become the only option,” 
Davutoglu said after the talks 
that lasted less than two hours. 

Davutoglu’s Islamic-rooted 
ruling party lost its majority in 
June elections, forcing it to seek 
a coalition to remain in power. 
The deadline for forming a gov¬ 
ernment is the end of next week. 

The prime minister could still 
turn to the nationalist party for 
a partnership, but that party’s 


leader has ruled out joining any 
party in a coalition. Another op¬ 
tion is for the ruling party to 
form a minority government but 
that requires support from an¬ 
other party in a confidence vote. 

The development pushes Tur¬ 
key into political uncertainty in 
a time of violence. The country 
has taken a more front-line role 
in a U.S.-led campaign against 
the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL). the associated press

Tours park 
where rhino 
killers, rangers 
have clashed 

Britain’s Prince Hany has been 
on a private visit to South Af¬ 
rica’s flagship wildlife park, 
where poachers have killed 
rhinos in record numbers and 
clashed with rangers. 

South Africa’s national 
parks service provided Harry 
with “exposure” to its con¬ 
servation work, including 
efforts against rhino poach¬ 
ing, during his visit to Kruger 
National Park, the service 
said in a statement emailed 
Thursday to The Associated 
Press. 

“This exposure does not 
include operational activities 
involving engagements with 
poachers,” the statement 
said. It said the parks ser¬ 
vice does not involve “guests, 
civilians or VIP guests” in 


such operations and that 
only rangers and other law 
enforcement officials par¬ 
ticipate in actions against 
suspected poachers. 

The parks service said 
media reports that Harry 
was involved in the arrest 
of eight suspected poachers

Ebola epidemic could 
be at end: WHO head 


The Ebola epidemic in West 
Africa can be defeated by the 
end of the year if the num¬ 
ber of new cases drops and 
holds at zero, the head of the 
World Health Organization 
said Thursday. 

Dr. Margaret Chan told the 
U.N. Security Council there 
have been no new cases in 
Liberia and only a total of 
three cases in Sierra Leone 
and Guinea in each of the 
last two weeks, “the lowest 
numbers seen in well over 
a year.” 

Lears that the Ebola virus 
could be permanently es¬ 
tablished in humans in the 
region have also been de¬ 
feated, which is also “very 
good news,” she said. 

“At the same time, I must 
caution against a false sense 
of security,” Chan said.

more than 11,280 people, 
according to the latest WHO 
figures.

She predicted that there 
would be further setbacks 
like the flare-up of Ebola at 
the end of June in Liberia, 
nearly two months after the 
country was declared Ebola- 
free.

She added, “If the current 
intensity of case action and 
contact tracing is sustained, 
the virus can be finally de¬ 
feated by the end of this

Lawmakers 
wrangle all day 
and night over 
rescue package 

The Greek government de¬ 
fended its new bailout program 
in tumultuous parliamentaiy 
sessions Thursday, as Prime 
Minister Alexis Tsipras faced 
a rebellion in his governing 
Syriza party ahead of a vote 
on the deal. 

The bill for the three-year 
rescue package worth about 
85 billion euros ($93 billion 
US) in loans includes harsh 
spending cuts and tax hikes 
that Tsipras has said he has 
no option but to implement. 

Lawmakers wrangled over 
the bill for about nine hours in 
an acrimonious parliamentary 
committee debate that began 
in the morning, with delays 
arising from amendments sub¬ 
mitted to the original bill and 
procedural objections by those 
opposing the measures. 

Finance Minister Euclid Tsa¬ 
kalotos stressed the urgency 
of the vote, with eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers to discuss the 
deal at a meeting Friday after¬ 
noon in Brussels. 

As the debate in parliament 
was set to last most of the 
night, with a vote early Fri¬ 
day, Tsipras spoke on the tele¬ 
phone late Thursday to French 


President Francois Hollande 
and European Commission 
President Jean-Claude Juncker. 

Despite the repeated de¬ 
lays in Greece, lawmakers in 
Finland authorized the coun¬ 
try’s prime minister to final¬ 
ize Greek bailout negotiations 
on behalf of his country — an 
indication that eurozone lend¬ 
ers were moving toward final¬ 
izing the deal. 

The Syriza rebellion has left 
Tsipras dependent on oppos¬ 
ition votes in parliament to 
pass legislation, and the bill 
is expected to win approval 
comfortably. Hundreds of anti¬ 


austerity protesters marched 
through Athens in anticipation 
of the plenaiy debate Thursday 
evening. Tsipras’ radical left 
party won elections in January 
on promises to repeal similar 
budget austerity imposed in 
return for Greece’s two pre¬ 
vious bailouts. His about-face, 
agreeing this week to tough 
terms with creditor negotiators 
from the European Central 
Bank, European Commission 
and International Monetary 
Fund, has led to outrage among 
hardliners that now threatens 
to split the party.

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THE KOHLER REPORT: ON WHEN CLEAN IS A BAD THING 



If we exfoliate 
everything 'bad' from 
our lives, how will any 
of us know how to deal 
with bad things when 
they happen? 


While it might be a good idea 
to use antibacterial soap be¬ 
tween touching one of those 
bars on the subway and lick¬ 
ing your hand, it’s well known 
that overuse of such products 
is actually bad for us. Exposure 
to some bugs is good for the 
immune system. Plus, germs 
see the soap as a challenge to 
ensure their next generation 
will be soap- and antibiotic-re¬ 
sistant superbugs. 

Which makes me wonder 
about what is increasingly an 
antibacterial approach to our 
society’s emotional well-being. 

This week, 40,000 Can¬ 
adians signed a petition to 
have the American “pickup 
artist” Roosh V banned from 


the country. Though I under¬

If a shooting is 
targeted, it's not 
any less tragic 



A man and a woman were shot 
dead in a nightclub in Toronto 
on Aug. 4. They were killed at 
the after-party for Drake's OVO 
Fest, and the story has led 
newscasts all week. 

The first question I had was 
this: Was it random? 

I'm always hoping it's not. 

If it's targeted, I feel safe. If it's 
targeted, it's also less tragic in 
the eyes of the media and the 
public. When two people are 
shot — one a target, one not — 
this is made sharply clear. 

Ariela Navarro-Fenoy has 
been mourned as an "inno¬ 
cent bystander" in the press, 
Duvel Hibbert deemed an "in¬ 
tended target" — as if a target 
can't be innocent. 

There are reasons I'm more 
calmed by targeted shootings, 
and it goes back to evolu¬ 
tionary theory, said Pamela 
Rutledge, a professor of media 
psychology at Fielding Gradu¬ 
ate University in California. 

"We have a biological 
imperative for survival, for 
safety," she said. We want to 
know that the world is not cha¬ 
otic, "which of course it is." 

If someone was a target, 
that means we're safe. "We 
don't have to be so afraid. And 
we can then intellectualize: 

'We have too much violence 
in society,' and that kind of 
thing," Rutledge said. 

We look for things — most 
often people — to blame. "The 
more we put the blame on the 
victims, the less we need to 
worry about uncertainty." 
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We tell all kinds of stories to 
distance ourselves from our 
own sense of fear, Rutledge 
said. Simplistic stories. Stories 
like: Hibbert had a criminal 
record, and so maybe he had 
it coming, and Navarro-Fenoy, 
innocent damsel though she 
was, put herself in harm's way 
by going to a nightclub where 
drug dealers hang out. 

The stories are not about 
the root causes of the drug 
trade, or about race or pov¬ 
erty. They are not about why 
someone might decide to deal 
drugs. Or join a gang. Why 
they would enter a dangerous 
world like that. 

Yesterday, Hibbert's mother 
gave a statement: "No one 
deserves to die this way, 
under any circumstances. As 
a family, we're struggling to 
understand what happened at 
the club that night, and how 
our son could die so tragic¬ 
ally." 

He was 23. Navarro-Fenoy 
was 26. No, neither of them 
deserved to die like that. Not 
someone who goes to night¬ 
clubs, not someone charged 
with drug-trafficking offences. 

Rutledge said there's no 
point beating ourselves up for 
reacting instinctively and, at 
first, for blaming the victims. 
But there is also no real justi¬ 
fication to stay in that primal 
place. We know better.

Straight Outta Compton is the 
legendary album by gangsta 
rap group N.W.A, released Aug. 
8, 1988. It’s a sonic blast that 
plays, as Rolling Stone said, like 
a “bombastic, cacophonous car 
ride through Los Angeles’ bumt- 
out and ignored hoods.” It be¬ 
came the first platinum album to 
reach that status with no airplay 
or major tours and now it’s also 


the title of a biopic that docu¬ 
ments the group’s beginnings 
and turbulent histoiy. 

Writing for theverge.com, Liz¬ 
zie Plaugic observed, “It’s impos¬ 
sible to talk about N.WA without 
talking about South Central LA 
in the late 1980s.” Infected by 
crack and gang violence, the 
area was so rough the LAPD cre¬ 
ated a special unit known as 
CRASH—Community Resources 
Against Street Hoodlums — and 
it was these surroundings that 
helped birth the ferocious beats 
of Straight Outta Compton and 
a genre known as gangsta rap.

Just as South Central sets the 
scene for Straight Outta Comp¬ 
ton, Manchester’s drug-fuelled

the stage for the meteoric rise 
of rapper Notorious B.I.G. in the 
2009 film Notorious. 

There is no shortage of John

Claridge’s Hotel in London is 
the kind of place you might ex¬ 
pect a secret agent to call home. 
An unassuming entrance way 
leads into an opulent lobby 
with lots of quiet corners per¬ 
fect for clandestine meetings. 

It’s the kind of place where 
Napoleon Solo and Iliya Kuiyak- 
in could do highly classified 
business over a martini, shaken 
or stirred.

spent the weekend binge watch¬ 
ing the whole show.”

That’s what we 
were going for, to make eveiy- 
body happy.” 

Like many spies (and actors 
who have played spies) before 
them, both utilized accents and 
costumes to disguise themselves 
and disappear into their roles. 

Cavill, notes that the bespoke 
Savile Row suits he wore were 
the “final pieces of the puzzle” 
in creating the character. 

“The accent informs the way 
you physically interact with 
everybody and the suit the con¬ 
tains that.” 

Hammer learned his accent 
listening to “old recordings of 
native Russian speakers try¬ 
ing to speak English, or barely 
speaking English and picking 
up little bits of both. 

At a certain point with the 
accent, I’d say after a week or 
two, it feels natural. You’re 
not spending your time mak¬ 
ing sure your words sound la¬ 
boured. It starts to flow out as 
an accent.”

O’Shea Jackson Jr. was deter¬ 
mined to play his father, Ice 
Cube, in Straight Outta Compton. 

Not only does the 24-year-old 
look like his dad, but he’s also got 
the rapper-tumed-movie star’s 
mannerisms and expressions 
down — something he used to 
his advantage. 

Jackson Jr. makes his acting 
debut in Straight Outta Comp¬ 
ton, opening Aug. 14. The film 
captures the rise and rupture of 
N.WA, the group credited with 
starting gangster rap and inspir¬ 
ing warning labels on album cov¬ 
ers for its provocative, incendiary 
lyrics. Founding members Ice 
Cube and Dr. Dre are among the 
film’s producers. 

Father and son sat side by side 
to talk about the role. 

What’s it like seeing your 
story told by your son? 

Ice Cube: I’m proud on a 
thousand different level. I’m

just proud of the production. 
I’m proud of the movie. I’m 
proud of the group.

O’Shea Jackson Jr.: The only 
thing that would be re¬ 
motely like that would be 
the lingo of the ’80s, just 
the things that they said 
that were ‘in’.... No pun 
intended: Ice Cube’s the 
coolest dad. 


Was there anything you 
didn’t want your son to know 
about you? 

Ice Cube: Seeing my son 
getting roughed up by the 
police is not fun. It brings 
back memories of when I 
got roughed up by them. He 


grew up totally different than 
how I grew up, and to me, he 
shouldn’t have to go through 
that. But in a movie like this, 
and to understand really what 
we all went through, I’m glad 
that he did feel the tone of 
what we went through so he 
could understand it a 
lot more. He was 
able to do it in a 
controlled en¬ 
vironment, and 
not really have 
these police 
put their 


hands on him, because that 
would hurt me if they did that 
for real. 

How was it rapping your 
dad’s words, and Ice Cube, 
how was it watching him do 

it? Jackson: I’ve been seeing 
him rap these words forever, 
you know? So it’s cool to final¬ 
ly be on the other side of 
that. To have been look¬ 
ing at his movements 
and then getting them 
down. I had the time 
of my life. 

Ice Cube: We 
first took him on 
tour, me and my 
wife, when he 
was 11/2.... 

So he’s been 
around movies 
and music his 
whole life.... Then 
at 18, he started to 


really perform with me. So he 
has a knack for the stage. I’ve 
seen him rap my songs before 
on stage, with me. So to see 
him do this on the big screen, 
it was great. I wasn’t surprised 
that he was so good, because I 
knew how good he was. 

Ice Cube, would you ever 
write an autobiography? 

Ice Cube: I don’t know. I 
think I have so much to do. 

I don’t want to have like vol¬ 
ume one, volume two. I just 
feel like I got a whole lot of 
living to do before I think 
about summing it up in a 
book. 

What’s next for you? 

Jackson: I’m working on my 
autobiography (laughs). I’m 
definitely ready to get my 
foot in as far as the cinema.

The trouble with committing 
private thoughts to paper 
is that someone is bound to 
read them. 

In The Diaiy of a Teenage 
Girl, the film based on the 
graphic novel set in the ’70s 
that opens in select theatres 
on Friday, 15-year-old Minnie 
(Bel Powley) writes about los¬ 
ing her virginity in her diaiy. 
Her mom Charlotte (Kristen 
Wiig) reads the entiy. Ouch. 

But the hits just keep on 
coming: Minnie lost her vir¬ 
ginity to her mom’s 35-year- 
old boyfriend (Alexander 
Slcarsgard.) 

No one in my family read 
my teenage diaiy, because 


the first page of it says: 
“Please close this if your 
name is not Jessica R. Allen. I 
will discontinue my relation¬ 
ship with anyone who at¬ 
tempts to read this. You have 
been warned.” 

Also, I wrote things like 
“One rose with a 100 thorns 
is life.” Nobody wants to read 
that. Or this: “Captive/Slave 
to my emotions/So far to fly/ 
So far away/But it feels so 
close/Time to fly” 

But the diaiy occasionally 
comes in handy. For example, 
I know that I got my braces 
off on Halloween,1990; I 
dropped $50 on LPs for my 
dad’s birthday in 1991; and a 
few months after that I was 
“still going out with Todd.” 

God, that’s such a good 
name for a high school boy¬ 
friend, isn’t it? “Todd.” Any¬ 
way, things seemed to have 
taken a turn for the worse 
on Todd’s birthday. It was “a 
nightmare.” 


Why? “First, his outfit 
didn’t match and we were go¬ 
ing to a fancy restaurant” — 
The Olive Garden? “Second, 
he wasn’t hungiy, and third, 
he complained the whole 
night.” 

“Wow,” I wrote, “he sure 


knows how to show a girl a 
good time.” 

Things have certainly 
changed: Not only have I 
abandoned the practice of 
signing each journal entiy 
with my signature — like I 
was signing a cheque — I’ve 


also been in a 11-year-long re¬ 
lationship with a well-dressed 
man who is always hungiy. 

Simon, who thinks he lives 
in a Ralph Lauren catalogue 
complete with yachts, ranch¬ 
es and safaris, may care more 
about fashion than I do. But 
when it comes to dinner deci¬ 
sions, he concedes to me. 

After a weekend of as¬ 
sembling Ilcea wardrobes, we 
went to The Ace, our favour¬ 
ite local restaurant, for Sun¬ 
day night dinner. He wanted 
the fried chicken. I couldn’t 
decide between that and the 
steak frites. Possessed by a 
moment of genius, I ordered 
the steak frites for us to 
share as an appetizer and we 
both had the chicken for our 
mains. 

I wrote about the furniture 
assembly victoiy in my jour¬ 
nal and recorded the great 
meal and eccentric shirt via 
a time-stamped, geo-located 
photo. And yet I still don’t 
know how young people to¬ 
day manage the compulsion 
to keep public diaries via so¬ 
cial media. 

But I do know this: Minnie, 
it gets better.

In terms of horror film arche¬ 
types, a “final girl” is the last per¬ 
son alive to face a cold-blooded 
killer. And it’s no coincidence 
that the term refers specifically to 
women. In almost eveiy thriller 
from Alien to Scream, that final 
survivor is invariably female. 

“Eveiybody loves to root for 
that one person who’s made it 
through this whole journey,” said 
first-time filmmaker Tyler Shields 
recently. “(But) you don’t have 
the same empathy for a guy.” 

Perhaps it’s that outlook that 
made the professional Hollywood 
photographer the prime candi¬ 
date to direct Final Girl — an 
ode to the idealized trope that 
casts strong women as tenacious 
protagonists in a primarily male- 
obsessed genre. 

“There’s definitely been a big 
shift in the past few years,” ob¬ 
served Shields — who insists 
he’s always believed toughness 
makes women unique characters. 
“I believe they are so incredibly 
powerful, but it’s just what they 


do with that power—some girls 
want to be Instagram-famous; 
there’s some that want to change 
the world.” 

In his stylized debut, Shields 
intends to harness that power 
within the film’s final girl — a 


seemingly demure teen (played 
by Oscar-nominee Abigail Breslin) 
who falls prey to a sadistic group 
of men set on hunting her down. 
That is, until she strikes back 
with an astonishing vengeance. 

“She was the first choice,” said 


Shields of casting the unlikely 
Little Miss Sunshine actress in 
the heightened drama. “I wanted 
... someone who was playing a 
part that no one had ever seen 
them in before.” 

Breslin, now 19 years old, also 


proved to be incredibly resilient. 
Determined to minimize special 
effects, Shields filmed all the 
combat sequences and stunts 
in-camera — a preoccupation 
that led to more than a couple 
close calls with the cast.

Bel Powley and Alexander 
Slcarsgard are sitting on a bed. 
It’s appropriate, in a mildly weird 
way. In their indie dramedy The 
Diary of a Teenage Girl, the 
film they’re here to talk about, 
they play, respectively, Minnie, 
a teenager in first blush with 
her sexuality, and Monroe, her 
mother’s boyfriend, with whom 
she is sleeping. (The mother is 
played by Kristen Wiig, who is 
not present.) They have the kind 
of goofy rapport that comes with 
actors who’ve had to fake intim¬ 
acy through real trust. 

“I’d never done a sex scene 
onscreen before. Alex was my 
first onscreen kiss,” Powley says, 
dispensing a laugh Slcarsgard 
shares. “He took my onscreen 
virginity.” 

Powley, a young British ac¬ 
tress with the usual English TV 
and theater experience, found 
herself transplanted to America, 
specifically 1976 San Francisco, 
making a film that could be un¬ 
comfortable for all but wasn’t. 
Part of the potential discomfort 
was the graphic sex, but part 
of it was also working with a 
first-time filmmaker, Marielle 
Heller, with a deep histoiy with 
the project. Based on Phoebe 
Gloeclcner’s graphic novel-cum- 
diaiy, it was something Heller 
had already turned into a stage 
production, in 2010, herself star¬ 
ring in Powley’s role. 

“This had been her baby for 
eight years,” Slcarsgard explains. 
“But there was no ego involved 
at all. She was collaborative. She 
encouraged us to take control of 


our characters.” 

As for Powley, she found 
herself in the unusual position 
of playing the very character 


once portrayed by the person 
directing her. 

“People always have to re¬ 
mind me of that. I forgot,” she 


confesses. “It was never Marielle 
saying, ‘Oh, when I did it I did 
it like this.’ I was never worried 
I was emulating her version of 


Minnie.” 

Though the role called on 
Powley to do some uncomfort¬ 
able firsts, Slcarsgard wasn’t 


off scott-free. He had to play 
a 35-year-old sleeping with a) 
a high-schooler and b) his girl¬ 
friend’s daughter. 

While The Diaiy of a Teenage 
Girl arrives in a climate that 
seems more receptive to having 
conversations about women’s 
issues as well as sexuality. It’s 
still an outlier. 

“People don’t make movies 
or talk about female sexuality,” 
Powell says. “They’re such taboo 
subjects. With the rise of ‘New 
Feminism,’ it’s a very good time 
to be making a movie about 
young women wanting to have 
sex, and normalizing it. It’s veiy 
important for teenage girls to 
have that normalized. Otherwise 
you can feel really ostracized. It 
can be really damaging.” 

“If you reverse this, and it’s 
a guy doing all that in a movie, 
you have to think: Would I judge 
that?” Slcarsgard points out. 

“There are so many movies 
about men wanting to get laid 
and men being promiscuous 
and men wanting to lose their 
virginity,” Powell says. “Why 
not make one about women?” 

In America, Powley was an 
unknown before The Diaiy of 
a Teenage Girl but she already 
has films lined up, including 
A Royal Night Out and Equals. 
She also made Detour. She’s had 
other offers too. 

“The stuff I’ve been sent 
has been really good,” she says, 
though she adds, “People some¬ 
times misconstrue when I say 
I want a strong female role. 
They’re like, ‘OK, how about a 
Marvel superhero?’ I don’t mean 
that kind of strong. I just mean 
a well-rounded, real, fleshed-out 
person, who isn’t just there be¬ 
cause of the dude.” 
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SPY THRILLER 

More than just a couple of sidekicks 


It’s called The Man from 
U.N.C.L.E., but the slick, 19608- 
set spy thriller from writers Guy 
Ritchie and Lionel Wigram is 
just as much about the women. 

The female leads played by 
rising stars Alicia Vilcander and 
Elizabeth Debiclci — alongside 
Henry Cavill and Annie Ham¬ 
mer as the aforementioned spies 
— are like Bond girls in that 
they’re both strong and enig¬ 


matic. But unlike Bond girls, their 
sexiness isn’t their main quality. 
And they’re not just sidekicks. 

As Debiclci put it: “There were 
no bikinis. Thank God.” 

“They’re very intelligent, 
they’re quite manipulative but 
they don’t use their beauty to 
push them forward in the world,” 
said Debiclci. “They use their 
brains, and that’s a really ap¬ 
pealing thing to watch.” 


Said Vilcander: “It was veiy 
much a female revolution that 
happened during the ‘60s and 
I’m so happy that Guy and Lionel 
decided to write in those veiy 
strong female characters.” 

The Man from U.N.C.L.E., 
which opens Friday, is inspired 
by the hit 1960s TV series. 

For all their parallels, the char¬ 
acters played by Vilcander and 
Debiclci hardly have any scenes 


together. 

“We have a ‘hello’ and then 
we have one scene where I say, 
‘Put her in a cell and if you don’t 
hear from me in 20 minutes, kill 
her,”’ laughed Debiclci. “That was 
the extent of our onscreen time 
together.” 

Added Vilcander: “That was 
probably the biggest letdown, 
that we didn’t have more scenes 
together.” the Canadian press 
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There were no bikinis for Debicki in The Man from U.N.C.L.E.

Heller prefers 
authenticity 
to audience

When you make a film where a 
15-year-old girl sleeps with her 
mother’s 35-year-old boyfriend, 
a few things are certain: You’re 
going to make some people un¬ 
comfortable and you’re going to 
get feedback. A lot of it. 

But first-time director Marielle 
Heller knew what she wanted 
for The Diaiy of a Teenage Girl, 
out Friday, and it didn’t involve 
ensuring people pleasing. 

Heller’s adaptation of Phoe¬ 
be Gloeclcner’s graphic novel 
looks at teenage sexuality from 
the point of view of the teen. 
There’s no judgment, just the 
story of aspiring artist Minnie 
Goetze (Bel Powley), a 1970s San 


Francisco teen with a neglectful, 
hard-partying single mother (Kris¬ 
tin Wiig) and a yearning for self- 
actualization. When her mom’s 
boyfriend Monroe (Alexander 
Slcarsgard) opens the door to 
an intimate encounter, Minnie 
jumps right in. 

Even the first line of the film 
proved controversial to some: “I 
had sex today.” 

“Most movies would have 
spent the first 30 minutes get¬ 
ting to know the character before 
she had sex,” Heller said. 

Many advised Heller to con¬ 
sider that approach. 

“For Minnie, that’s where this 
chapter of her life begins,” she 
said. A long intro would have 
only been there to satisfy screen¬ 
writing conventions and to coax 
audiences into the story. 

People also suggested standard 
Hollywood plot contrivances, 
like having Minnie end up with 
a boy her own age in the end, 
which wholly contradicted the

point of the story. This was a 
stoiy about Minnie’s journey to 
self-acceptance outside of male 
validation, she thought. 

“We’re in a place where for 
so, so, so long men have been 
controlling movies,” Heller said. 
“I’m not saying it’s some major, 
master, malicious plan, but I do 
think there is a serious lack of 
comfort when it comes to talk¬ 
ing about young women and 
their sexuality.” 

It was a blessing then that Hel¬ 
ler found a financier — Caviar 
— who gave her the freedom to 
execute her vision, even if it was 
on a shoestring budget with lots 
of help from friends and family.

Blaine Thurier’s parents are OK 
with his day job as synthesizer 
player with the indie super¬ 
group The New Pomographers 
but they probably won’t go be 
seeing his new movie.

sex comedy but there are so 
many of them out there I felt 
it needed higher stakes and 
a little twist. I also wanted it 
to be a funny adventure, like 
Ferris Bueller, Back to the Fu¬ 
ture or Risky Business. They 
were touchstones. Stylistically 
it doesn’t look like any of those 
films but story-wise, I wanted 
to have a big night of comedic 
adventure.” 


The Manitoba-shot movie 
debuted at last year’s Toronto 
International Film Festival in 
the Contemporary World Cin¬ 
ema program.

Since then he’s shot two 
films, including last year’s 
Mommy, with the Jessica Chas¬ 
tain and Kit Harington-starring 
The Death and Life of John F. 
Donovan slated to film next year. 
But the young French-Canadian 
filmmaker, still only 26, looks 
back on it as an outlier among 
his five completed features, and 
one that taught him key lessons. 

How do you look back on Tom 
at the Farm? 

This is sort of the first mov¬ 
ie I can watch. It’s weird for 
me to say, I guess, but when 
I watch this film I feel abso¬ 
lutely comfortable with the 
choices and the filmmaking. 
I’m not ashamed of some 
shots. I don’t have major re¬ 
grets. I can watch it without 
freaking out. It’s short, it’s 
simple; it’s not overthought or 


overproduced. It’s not over — 
I remember it as being some¬ 
thing of a control exercise. I 
had to ask myself more ques¬ 
tions on the significance of 
choices — choices of lenses, 
that sort of thing. It’s unlike 
anything I’ve done before or 
after. It stands alone. 

Did you view it as, in a sense, a 
technical exercise? 

You know what? Heartbeats is 
a technical exercise, because 
it’s veiy stylized and it wants 
to be veiy lush — all the slow 
motion and the songs and music 
montages. It purports to be a 
technical and aesthetical ex¬ 
ercise. With Tom the tone, the 
style, the pace, the mood was 
unlike anything I had done be¬ 
fore. When you want to create a 
mood of anxiety, there are codes 
you cannot escape, involving 
things like sound and music.

INTERVIEW WITH DIRECTORS 

IAm Chris 
Farley seeks to 
‘celebrate’ late 
actor’s life 

As the directors of the new docu¬ 
mentary I Am Chris Farley put 
it, the film doesn’t follow the 
late comedy star into the “dark 
room.” 

While it delves into the ad¬ 
diction issues that led to his 
drug overdose death at age 33 
in December 1997, it doesn’t 
dwell on them. 

“That stoiy has been told in 
the tabloids,” says Brent Hodge, 
who directed with Derik Murray. 

“You look up Chris Farley on 
Google, you’re going to see all 
that if you want to see it. It’s 
not the story we wanted to tell. 

“We really wanted to cele¬ 
brate this guy’s life.” 

The Canadian Press recently 
spoke with Hodge and Murray 
by phone about the star-stud¬ 
ded doc, which opens Friday 
in Toronto and airs Sept. 7 on 
The Movie Network and Movie 
Central: 

How did this documentary 
come to be? 

Murray: I guess it really 
started about 18 months ago. 

I reached out to Kevin Far¬ 
ley (Chris Farley’s brother) 
through a mutual individual, 
a friend of mine in Los An¬ 
geles. I went down and spent 
time with Farley.... And Kevin, 
basically after a few meet¬ 
ings, felt that the film that 
we wanted to make was the 
film that the family would ab¬ 
solutely support. 

He seems to come from this 
really all-American family. 
They were a strong unit, they 
were wholesome. 

Hodge: Yeah, Americanarama, 



as his sister says, exactly 
what you dreamed of in the 
1960s.... They had it all: They 
went to summer camp and 
they were educated, they 
went to Marquette (Univer¬ 
sity). They were all lawyers 
and bankers, the Farleys, and 
dad owned a Scotch Oil busi¬ 
ness. 

But Chris decided to be 
the one that got into theatre. 
They had no theatre back¬ 
ground in the Farley family 
but clearly he was a ready- 
to-be-made star. The guy was 
just talented from Day 1. 

The interviews, some of 
them are so emotional. 

What does that say, then, 
that these individuals have 
been speaking about him for 
years and it’s still a highly 
emotional topic for them? 
Hodge: I think that shows 
Chris’s work and how loved 
he was in Hollywood amongst 
these guys. And also just the 
fact that he died 18 years ago 
and it’s a tragic death, so they 
get to have some closure by 
bringing it up and talking 
about it. All of the interviews 
were very difficult but they 
got through it because ... they 
wanted to pay tribute to a 
friend. 

Some people have said that 
this takes a lighter approach 
to his drug and alcohol 
problems. Was that an inten¬ 
tional approach you wanted 
to take with this? 

Murray: Definitely, yeah, 
absolutely. Brent and I, right 
from Day 1, that’s where we 
wanted to go. We wanted 
people to get people to know 
who he was and where he 
came from and where this 
comedic spirit came from. We 
don’t run away from the ad¬ 
dictions, we just don’t make 
that the focus.

Scoring sweet 
seats an angsty 
endeavour 

Too close! Too far back! Middle? 
No way, aisle. 

When it comes to where you 
plant yourself in a movie the¬ 
atre, you’re either a seat-specific 
Goldilocks or you’re with one. 

And if, by some miracle, you 
and your date, spouse, friend 
or gang from work do agree on 
where to sit, chances are you’ve 
been privy to an angsty pre¬ 
show spat or two among the 
seat-selecting stressed. 

Are movie-seat beefs legit, 
in the scheme of not-hugely- 
important problems, or have 
we lost our minds to the point 
where not even assigned seat¬ 


ing can save us? 

“My best friend has very 
strict rules on movie theatre 
seating and it drives me in¬ 
sane,” said Gina Mazzone in 
Bloomfield, N.J. “Originally, 
she would make us change our 
seats multiple times until she 
was happy.” 

But wait. Said best friend, 
Caitlin Quagliato, has her rea¬ 
sons. 

“I’m just super picky. I tiy to 
avoid distractions. I don’t like 
to sit too close because my neck 
strains. I don’t like to sit too far 
away because I can’t see,” she 
said. “It drives my sister crazy, 
too. I get headaches and nobody 
wants to deal with me during 
migraines. That could be what 
started it.” 

The two 24-year-olds who 
met in college about four years 
ago remain regular movie com¬ 


panions, but they now stick 
mostly to a theatre that allows 
for assigned seating, though 
— Mazzone said — “she still 
complains.” 

Anthony Pomes, 43, in the 
Suffolk County hamlet of East 
Northport, N.Y., doesn’t com¬ 
plain so much as feel veiy, veiy 
passionately about the subject. 
And he doesn’t routinely have 
the benefit of assigned seating. 

It’s all about “maximum 
movie-ness,” he said, noting 
in particular the importance 
of centre-screen viewing and 
sound balance for digital sys¬ 
tems used in theatres today. 

So where is his sweet spot? 

“For at least the past 15 to 20 
years, I have veiy persistently 
insisted that those with whom 
I see movies in a theatre join 
me smack dab in the middle of 
the aisle somewhere between 


10, but no more than 13, rows 
away from the movie screen,” 
Pomes said. 

Irene Myers, 34, in Philadel¬ 
phia isn’t having it. She goes to 
a movie most weeks, about 60 
per cent of the time by herself 
to avoid the “where-are-we-sit- 
ting conversation.” 

It’s all about control when 
grouped with a huge theatre 
full of strangers, she surmised. 

Movie seating, to a film buff 
like Pomes, is “as near to a re¬ 
ligion as Scorsese’s Last Temp¬ 
tation,” he said, regularly drag¬ 
ging his wife and 18-year-old 
twins to theatres at least an 
hour ahead of showtime. 

“When we don’t get the good 
seats we want, the whole feng 
shui is just blown,” he said. “To 
me it’s art. I would never go to 
a museum gallery and not look 
at eveiything.”

Does this, er, fever have an 
origin? 

“It’s some kind of weird hy¬ 
brid of, like, elitism and sort 
of trying to get home again, 
because I do regard film as pri¬ 
mal,” Pomes said. “My older 
brother took me to see Star 
Wars in 1977.1 was 5 or 6. It has 
that shot of that ship that just 
keeps going over your head. We 
were between rows 10 and 13. 
I remember that specifically.” 


Afam Onyema, 36, in Los An¬ 
geles, has other things on his 
mind. He’s a big guy, a former 
college linebacker, with a wee 
movie-going bathroom issue. 
He can’t make it through one 
without a pit stop mid-movie 
and finds himself in seating 
negotiations all the time. 

The seats he seeks from 
friends and surreptitiously 
angles for with dates are on 
an aisle or front row, second 
tier behind the rail in theatres 
that have raised sections separ¬ 
ated by a wide walking aisle. 

“It’s embarrassing. My 
friends will say, ‘It’s only two 
hours,’ and I’m, like, ‘I know. 
I’m not doing it on purpose! 
This way I can just hop over the 
rail without kicking popcorn 
all over the floor or stepping 
on some old person’s shoes.”

France’s ancient 'art gallery’ 


PONT D'ARC CAVERN 

Prehistoric 
paintings 
recreated from 
disputed cave 

Jean-Marie Chauvet noticed air 
whistling out from a crack on a 
plateau in southern France, so 
he and fellow cave enthusiasts 
went to investigate. What they 
found that Sunday in 1994 still 
fills Chauvet’s voice with won¬ 
der: an immense cave covered 
with prehistoric paintings of 
horses, mammoths and rhinos 
— paintings so vivid, he says, it 
felt like the Stone Age artists 
had just moments ago put down 
their ochre and walked away. 

The discoveiy of the long-hid¬ 
den artwork created a sensation, 
but the site was quickly closed 
to the public. Just by breathing, 
tourists could erode the images. 

Since most modem humans 
will never get to see the master¬ 
pieces in what is widely known 
as the Chauvet Cave, scientists, 
artists and the French govern¬ 
ment have spent 56 million 
euros (about $80 million) and 
several years creating the next 
best thing: a near-exact replica 
of the cave about two kilometres 
away, including more than 400 
paintings of horses, bears, rhin¬ 
oceros and mammoths, hand 
prints and carvings. Experts 
even recreated stalactites and 
stalagmites from the original 
site, as well as the cool tem¬ 
peratures and thick smell of 
humidity, in Pont d Arc Cavern. 
The site opened to the public 
earlier this year.

In a rare interview, Chauvet 
described digging through nar¬ 
row passageways and guiding a 
flashlight in the blackness until 
one of his fellow spelunlcers 
came across “the two lines of red 
ochre. That’s when it started.” 

“What impressed us,” Chau¬ 
vet said, “was the freshness.... 
The paintings are as if they 
had just left, these men, these 
women” who painted them. 
“And the deeper you go, the 
more grandiose. It’s really an 
art galleiy” 


Questions surrounded the 
exact date of the paintings, now 
widely believed to be between 
30,000 and 37,000 years old. 
That means they were the oldest 
human cave drawings known at 
the time of the discoveiy. Since 
then, scientists have determined 
that cave drawings in El Castillo 
in Spain were painted at least 
40,000 years ago. 

Chauvet fought years of legal 
battles against the French gov¬ 
ernment over rights to the dis¬ 
covery, and is still seeking royal¬ 


ties. Officials with the Culture 
Ministry were convicted of falsi¬ 
fying documents to make it look 
like he was on official duty when 
he found it; he insists he was on 
holiday at the time. 

Today the site is officially 
managed by regional and na¬ 
tional government authorities, 
and it doesn’t officially bear the 
discoverers’ names, to Chau¬ 
vet’s dismay. 

Authorities say they are put¬ 
ting the public’s interest first. 

Pascal Terrasse, a legislator 


in charge 
of the replica 
project, described 
being the first government of¬ 
ficial to enter the original cave 
soon after the discoveiy: “We 
understood that we had to 
quickly protect it, and ensure 
that it was never opened to the 
public” to protect it from “car¬ 
bonic gases” from visitors, he 
told AP. 

Experts have recorded more 
than 1,000 images from the 
walls of the cave, inscribed last 


TIME CAPSULE 

The paintings in Chauvet 
Cave were remarkably well- 
preserved thanks to a rock 
fall about 23,000 years ago 
that concealed the site. 

The conditions kept the 
drawings in such a pristine 
state that some research¬ 
ers doubted their authen¬ 
ticity. "This cave wasn't 
exposed to gusts of violent 
air," Chauvet said. "It was 
preserved, like in a jar." 


year on UNESCO’s World Herit¬ 
age List. German filmmaker 
Werner Herzog brought the 
original cave alive in a 3D film, 
Cave of Forgotten Dreams. 

The replica tries to reproduce 
as much of that as possible. 
Millimetre by millimetre, 
scientists and artists used 
the same tools and tech¬ 
niques believed to have 
been used in the Stone 
Age. 

It feels strange at first, 
a bit like an amusement 
park. But a similar replica 
— of the 18,000-year-old cave 
drawings in the Lascaux caves 
in southwest France — draws 
about 300,000 visitors yearly. 

Organizers hoped for similar 
crowds at the Pont d’Arc Cavern, 
despite the remote locale in this 
striking but little-travelled cor¬ 
ner of southeast France. 

The next step, Terrasse said, 
could be “a virtual version, 3D, 
something that could move 
around” — and bring prehist-

CFL adding 2-minute test 
to sideline exams for 
suspected concussion 

The CFL and NFL have 
teamed up to add a two- 
minute test to standard 
sideline examinations for 
suspected concussion, with 
the aim of quickly determin¬ 
ing whether a player should 
be pulled from the field or 
can safely return to play. 

But just how effective 
is the King-Devick test for 
diagnosing concussion? 
And is its implementation 
merely a public relations 
gambit by the football 
leagues — both defend¬ 
ants in lawsuits launched 
by groups of former players 
— or a bona fide means of 
looking after their athletes? 

The test involves the 
player to read aloud lines 
of irregularly spaced, non¬

Rogers Centre's cheap 
seats don't come cheaply 

The Toronto Blue Jays are 
set to hit new highs in 
secondary-market ticket 
sales for the season as the 
New York Yankees visit this 
weekend. 

Thursday's game drew 
46,902 fans to Rogers Cen¬ 
tre, the team's seventh full 
house of the season. Even 
still, the secondary market 
for tickets for the crucial 
weekend series with the 
Yankees has seen prices 
continue to climb. 

According to SeatGeek, 
a website that aggregates 
prices from other ticket 
resale brokers, all three 
games of the weekend ser¬ 
ies are more expensive than 
any other Blue Jays home 
game this season. 

The average cost to see 
Toronto ace David Price 
start against the Yankees on 
Friday climbed to $91 over 
the past week. The average 
price is $103 for Saturday's 
game and $87 for Sunday. 

Two weeks ago, a ticket 
for Friday's game in the up¬ 
per bowl at Rogers Centre 
overlooking the outfield 
cost $13. That same ticket 
has now climbed to $56. 

The lowest price isn't any 
cheaper on Saturday ($60) 
or Sunday ($58).
